Tech adopts tough 
drug-alcohol policy

The Shawsheen Tech School 
Committee Tuesday night moved 
unanimously to adopt a new drug 
“and alcohol abuse policy similar to 
those in place in Wimington and 
“Billerica and to applaud and adopt a 
‘no-smoking policy. 
Under the drug and alcohol abuse 
policy, any student who uses, 
possesses, distributes, or is under 
‘the influence of illegal drugs in 
school or on school property will 
be suspended for eight school days. 
This is for a first offense. If parents 
meet with a member of the school 
staff, suspension will be reduced to 
four days. The Billerica Police 
Deaprtmeat will be furnished with 
complete reports on violators 
A second offense calls for a 
10-day suspension period and the 
recommendation of a school board 
exclusion hearing. In all cases, 
parents are encouraged to meet and 
work together with the school to 
"deal constructively with the 
drug-related problems.” 
According to the policy, any 
student in violation will forfeit his 
right to participate in all 
ex curricular activities for one 
calendar year. 
This last point became the focus 
of some attention at Tuesday's 
school committee meeting. Accord: 
ing to Disciplinarian John Bowen, 
the Student Handbook Committee 
which formulated the policy felt the

punishment should be the same for 
all students whether they were 
caught in the beginning of the year 
or at the end. They felt forfeiting 
activities for a whole calendar year 
rather than for the rest of the 
school year, as is the case in some 
policies, was the stronger deter- 
rent, 

One member asked if the 
committee was going “overboard” 
on something it might find 
uneriforceable. 

Most members agreed, once the 
policy was adopted, it would 
require “consistent enforcement” 
and it would be important that no 
exceptions be made for “good 
behavior.” 

"The point of a punishment is 
there are going to be sacrifices,” 
said committeeman Kevin Sowyr 
da, adding "you have to clamp 
down and clamp down hard.” 

The new no smoking policy 
prohibits students from smoking 
anywhere in the school building. 
buses, and school grounds. It does 
not cover smoking at outdoor 
events and activities like football 
games, which the commitee felt was 
impossible to police 

In past years, smoking has been 
allowed on the school patio during 
certain times of the day. According 
to Bowen, this made it difficult for 
authorities to apprehend those few 
students who smoked marijuana

warning and two detentions, 
initially, to in-house suspension 
after the third offense is in place to 
act as a deterrent. 

“If you're a smoker, you're going 
to test the waters,” said Bowen, 
referring to the leeway between a 
first and third offense, which some 
committee members questioned as 
too lienient. 

Both policies will be put into 
effect at the beginning of the new 
school year in September.

Thirty-seven non-tenured teach- 
ers received their pink slips 
Tuesday after the Wilmington 
School Committee voted last 
Wednesday to let them go at the end 
of the school year. 

Most will be rehired by June, 
pending the outcome of town 
meeting action taken on the school 
budget 

This move, the same made each 
year since the constraints of Prop 2 
1/2, is strictly "a fiscal cautionary 
measure,” said Superintendent 
Robert Horan. Comitteeman 
Bridget Zukas called the action 

"protection for ourselves” as she 
explained that teachers had to be 
notified by April 15 or they would 
have to remain in the system 
whether the money is there or not 

"These are some of the finest 
people we have in the system and I 
will vote against every single one," 


said Shirley Callan as she 
proceeded to do just that 
Callan pointed out that 


Wilmington pays its teachers 
disgracefully little” and it seems 
unfair "to fire them year after 
year.”

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Change the zoning law? 


The coming town meeting in Wilmington will have several 
rezoning articles in the warrant. Some of these are for 
residential property. One article would rezone all unused 
residential land to R60 {60,000 square feet) houselots. 
Another would rezone some residential land to R20 (20,000 
square feet) houselots. 

Undoubtedly these are good intentions, Also, it can be said, 
both articles arouse disagreement. 

There is, also, some talk of “reform” of the Wilmington 
zoning by law. It seems to come from persons who have had 
very little t@ do with municipal government 

The Sunrok contig bylaw was adopted in town meeting on 
May 16, 1983. It was prepared by an advisory committee, 
which had a long and intensive study in 1982. The public was 
encouraged to attend those meetings. Some, but not all of the 
meetings were reported by this paper. 

Litle attention was paid by the general public. Fifteen to 25 
persons would attend those meetings, planners, selectmen and 
other officials. The general public was absent 

The new bylaws were needed. The earlier ones dated from 
1955. There had been changes, not only in the local concepts, 
but in the attitude of the courts and of the people on Beacon 
Hill 

Housing for the elderly has been a part of the concept of the 
people of this Commonwealth since shortly after World War 
II, But that concept has enlarged in the past 15 or 20 years. 

The changes have centered around the increase in 
population, and a perceived need to provide housing for low 
and moderate income families. The new concept added to 
elderly housing projects in that low and moderate in¢ome 
housing must be provided when elderly housing is being 
considered. 

Towns or cities which do not plan for this type of housing 
can now sometimes find themselves out in the cold, vis-a-vis 
additional funds from the Commonwealth 

Part of this can be found in the "snob zoning law," so-called 
More properly it is Chapter 744 of the Acts of 1969. There is 
also Chapter 808, entitled the Zoning Enabling Act , and more 
laws in Chapter 40B which can provide information 

Wilmington had its first experience with the Snob Zoning 
Law back in 1975. 

It was at 4 Board of Appeals hearing, over housing. The 
planning board, the building inspector and other officials did 
not function in their usual manner. They were merely 
bystanders, 

The hearing was for a “comprehensive permit" for the 
construction of housing on 28 acres of land in the sandpits off 
Woburn Street, and near the Ipswich River. Two hundred and 
seventy-six units of housing were to be constructed 

One quarter of the units to be constructed were to be for low 
income tenants. One half were to be moderate income tenants, 
and the remaining quartg, were to be for normal rental 

The Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency would subsidize 
the costs for the developer. If the Board of Appeals did not 
find in favor then the Commonwealth would take over, under 
the Snob Zoning Law. 

Some interesting statistics were cited, during the hearing. 
They had special reference to low and moderate income 
housing 

Under Chapter 744 at least 10 percent of the housing should 
be low or moderate income housing. Such a title does not by 
any chance include some of the low income homes to be found 
in this town, off some side streets. Those homes do not count 

In Wilmington at that time there were 4416 housing units, 
according to the 1970 census. Ten percent would mean that 
442 units of low and moderate income housing were required 
in the town 

In fact there were 41. Wilmington was short 401 units of low 
and moderate income housing. 

The Board of Appeals decision is too long and too 
complicated to be quoted, but it was well conceived. It is a 
masterpiece. 

It was immediately obvious that the town had to do 
something, or it could be deprived of state funds. 

In the new zoning bylaw, written by that committee and 
voted in 1983 there was a provision for what is called PRD 
zoning. That provision allows for condominium units, and for 
more complete use of residential land, with such things as 
"hammerhead" lots being allowed. 

Condominium units could be used for low and moderate 
income housing. The town bylaw does not, thus, forbid such 
housing, The PRD housing can be said to "get Wilmington off 
the hook" in a manner of speaking. 

But "reforming" the present zoning bylaw will do more 
harm than good unless there are very careful concepts and 
planning. Adding to the number of R60 lots can also do this, 

This paper does not profess to have all the answers, But there 
can be one bit ofiadvice. 

Approach the concept of R60 zoning very carefully, in the 
coming town meeting. It might sound like a good idea. It 
might not be.

It’s a time honored tradition that, with the first crack of the 
baseball bat and initial bout of spring fever, Wilmington 
citizens flock to the polls. Or do they? 

In the past, the turnout for town elections has been pretty 
dismal. Unless a hot issue or a questionable candidate is on 
the ballot people, it seems, could care less. The same holds 
true for the turnout at the annual town meeting. 

Of course, weather plays a part. If it's a sunny day, for 
instance, many voters find it hard to drag sunburnt bodies 
out of poolside lounge chairs or away from backyard 
gardens. If it's a rainy day, many suddenly feel the urge to 
tackle monumental spring cleaning tasks. 

Also affecting the turnout is the fact that this town, in its 
wisdom, invariably holds town elections and meetings smack 
in the middle of school vacation. It's a safe bet that this year 
Epcot and Disneyworld will host enough Wilmingtonites to 
Hold its own town meeting. 

This year there are some hard-working, well-qualified 
incumbents who deserve to retain their seats. There are also 
some equally viable challengers who deserve your support. 
The choice is yours. But no one will know your choice if you 
don't take those 10 or 15 minutes on April 19 to pull the 
lever and exercise your right to vote. 

Along those same lines, there are some important budget 
considerations and some far-reaching articles on the town 
meeting agenda. Even though this year's meeting will be 
held at the Shriners Auditorium and not the more convenient 
high school location, we should not surrender the oppor- 
tunity afforded us on April 26. It's just possible that your 
decisions at that meeting could have repercussions for years 
to come.

20 years before new laws were 
implemented, to find any problems 
of this nature.

First of all, I don't want to put 
down the significance of this 
monument, but half the people in 
ths town don't know what it is let 
alone where it is.

Now I 
may be wrong, but it seems that if 
the town is going fo ask for 1.25 
million dollars for high school 
renovations and spends 1.5 to 2 
million for underdeveloped land 
it's defeating its purpose. Housing 
development would generate some 
1.5 mill dollars to this community 
depending on how many homes are 
approved. Housing development 
would take a small portion of 
privacy from a half dozen families 
in the areas to be developed. When 
you weigh this against what the 
town may lose in tax dollars, it 
seems very lite

I'd like to make a few comments 
regarding the controversy over the 
proposed relocation of the Fourth 
of July carnival. | hdve attended the 
April 2nd Fourth of July 
Committee meeting and the April 
8th Board of Appeals meeting.

Dear Larz: 

The recent letter from Hugh 
Fraser was important because jt 
expresses the most extreme 
misunderstanding of the facts 
surrounding the rezoning article 
#25. As one of the authors of the 
article I would like to clear up this 
misunderstanding because the town 
stands to gain so much from careful 
and thoughtful development. 

First, article 25 would rezone to 
R-60 all parcels of land within the 
town which contain 60,000 sq. ft, 
or more of land. This means that, 
for example, Mr. Fraser's seven 
acres would subdivide into four or 
five houselots if he decided to 
subdivide and build, This rezoning 
article would have no affect on 
property already developed only 
affect subdivisions. Therefore, 
someone living in a house on an 
R-20 lot would not be affected by 
this zoning article. Again, only lots 
of 60,000 sq. ft. or more would be 
affected and then only when they 
are to be subdivided, 

The purpose of article 25 is to 
control the large developments 
taking place in our town. It will 
minimize the effect of extended 
roads and’ intrusions into ponding 
and wetland areas by limiting the 
density of these developments 
Article 25 will allow us to develop 
our land profitably, without 
placing undue burden on the town's 
resources, to build roads, and 
sewers, and to provide other 
amenities at taxpayers expense. The 
R-60 rezoning will allow for the 
maximum useage of undeveloped 
land within our town and will 
preserve the nature and quality of 
opportunity that our town provides 
for generations to come. 

I hope this letter clarifies the 
intent and meaning of article 25. Sos 
many of us in the town want to see 
development and progress go hand 
in hand, and with this new article 
there is a great potential for 
positive development in 
Wilmington

Top rating for Wilmington 
Housing ‘Authority 


by Arlene Surprenant 

The Wilmington Housing 
Authority (WHA) has received an 
"eligible/qualified” rating for FY 
1986 from the state Executive 
Office of Communities and 
Development (EOCD). According 
to a letter from EOCD Deputy 
Assistant Secretary Robert Pyne, 
this is the highest rating awarded 
under the Management Incentive 
Program. 

According to WHA Executive 
Director Lillian Buckley, the 
"fairly new" program provides for 
an extensive review and complete 
analysis of management structure 
and a site visit by a management 
representative. 

The high rating qualifies the 
housing authority for further 
funds, the maximum allowable 
increase in salaries, and more 
flexibility in the budget said 
Buckley in an interview last Friday, 
it also shows that the housing 
authority "is operating in a 


responsible way,” she added. 

Buckley thinks the high rating 
came as a direct result of "a joint 
cooperative effort between the 
administrative staff and the housing 
authority board.” She added that all 
members of the current board 
“have one goal and that's housing 
for Wilmington.” 

In an update of the board's 
current projects, Buckley said 
things are progressing "smoothly." 

Contract documents were 
approved on the new Chapter 705 
(low to moderate income) homes 
and bids are expected to go out at 
the end of this spring. The new 
elderly units at Deming Way are 
still in the schematic design phase. 
Once that phase is complete, said 
Buckley, they will obtain EOCD 
approval and, hopefully, go out to 
bid in the fall. Over 50 persons, the 
majority from Wilmington, are on 
a the waiting list for the low to 
moderate income homes while 34 
people are waiting for the elderly 


units. 

Construction of the Cedar Street 
and Jacobs Street sewer line is also 
expected to begin sometime this 
summer, added Buckley.

Retired persons’ group seeks 
to form local chapter

Wilmington and Tewksbury 
citizens 50 years old or older are 
being sought to help form a local 
chapter of the American 
Association of Retired Persons 
(AARP). 

Nicholas Bell, Associate vice- 
president of the New England area, 
is seeking 12 to 15 people, initially, 
to be a part of a steering committee 
to start a new chapter in the 
Merrimack Valley. The committee 
would be responsible for meeting 
with Bell, adopting bylaws, coming 
up with a slate of officers, and 
finding a meeting hall. 

Once a local chapter is formed, 
education and service programs are 
set up. In keeping with its objective 
"To serve, not to be served,” the 
local chapter is also expected to 
adopt community projects such as 
providing’ scholarship aid or 
helping out in nearby nursing 
homes. 

AARP was founded in 1958 by 


retired educator Dr. Ethel Percy 
Andrus "to enhance the quality of 
life for AARP members and 
demonstrate that age is not a 
barrier to achievement.” 

At present, there are 66 chapters 
in Massachusetts alone and 230 
chapters in the New England 
district, One of the oldest and 
largest chapters nearby is the 
Greater Lowell chapter, which is 
now split into two chapters and at 
one time boasted 1,000 members. 

On a national level, AARP is 
involved in three special programs. 
The AARP state legislative 
committee selects legislative 
priorities based on the needs of 
State residents and works to 
promote passage of these priorities. 

The tax aid service, comprised of 
550 well-qualified volunteers, 
offers free nationwide tax 
counseling to older citizens. Just 
recently, for instance, a tax aid 
coordinator completed 30 to 40 tax 
forms for Wilmington seniors free 


of charge. 

The $5 Alive driver program is a 
driver retraining course designed 
to meet the needs of older 
motorists. The program helps them 
drive defensively, tests for 
peripheral vision problems, and 
affords those completing the two- 
day course an opportunity to obtain 
a reduction in car insurance from 
several leading companies. 

Over the next five years on a 


national level, AARP will be 
addressing such areas as minority 
affairs, worker's equity, and 


women’s initiative. 

“There's plenty of room for 
people who want to give of their 
time and stay in the mainstream of 
life,” says Bell

Planner Lynn Cousey, hired by 
the WRA, discussed preliminary 
Steps that should be taken, in 
preparation for filing for state 
grants, and for a feasibility study. 

Chairman Jay Donovan told the 
WRA that state Representative Jim 
Miceli, in a meeting with local

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They called him 'Henny Penny’ - 


Henry Wilson Sargent was 33 
years old, at the time Bear Oak was 
cut down and he and Henry Buck 
were photographed on the fallen 
trunk (Town Crier April 9) But he 
looked like a boy of 14, dressed in 
his grandfather's cast off clothing. 
He was a great-grandson of 
Nathan Buck, he who was the hop 
farmer of the 1790s to 1822 
Nathan amassed a considerable sum 
of money which was divided among 
his children. There were seven, 
three girls and four boys. 

Henry (Henny Penny) was born in 
the house his great-grandfather 
Jonathan had built, with hiss hare 
of Nathan's fortune. It is now the 
home of John and Shirley Callan, 
and is at the corner of Woburn 
Street and Wildwood Sweet, in 
Wilmington. 

His grandfather was also Henry 
Buck, and in that family there was 
Darius, and three sisters, Caroline, 
Catherine and Harriet. Only two of 
the family married, Henry and

Catherine. She became Mrs. 

Harrison Allan Sheldon. Catherine, 
Harriet and Darius lived in the 
Jonathan Buck (now the Callan) 
house for their lifetime. 

Darius was, for some years, 
Wilmington’'s tax collector. He had 
a heavy carved cane, black, of 
which the late Herbert C. Barrows. 
always spoke in an admiring 
manner. 

Caroline and Harriet - well, they 
became spinster aunts to Henry 
Wilson Sargent. Therein lies a part 
of the tale of Henny Penny. 

Henry Buck, Henry's 
grandfather, married Sylvania 
Butters. There was a daughter, 
Angeline. She married a man who 
came from Vermont, J. Sheldon 
Sargent, in 1871, J. Sheldon was 
known as "Shorty" among his 
companions 

To this couple there were two 
children born, Henry and a sister, 
The sister died before she was two. 
Afterward, about 1879, the parents 
of Henry were divorced. 

Where Angeline lived after that is 
unknown, Shorty Sargent got a job 
as crossing tender at the Carter 
crossing of the B&MRR, That's the 
one near the Ipswich River, at 
about Jenks Bridge. 

Shorty lived for years in a shanty 
he constructed, southerly, near the 
railroad, and in back of the present 
home of Mr. and Mrs, William F. 
Smith, on West Street. 

And Henry Wilson Sargent was 
raised by his two old maid aunts. So 
the tale has been, for the past 100 
years or so. The story goes on to 
say that he slept in the same bed as 
his aunts, between them, until he 
was 21 years old, when he is 
supposed to have said he should 
have a bed of his own. 

His aunts were about 52 when he 
was born, so it seems They were 73 
or thereabouts when he left their 
bed. That would have been in 1893. 

Angeline remarried, in 1894. She 
became Mrs. Morton Hayden. The 
couple lived where the A.T. Norton 
family now lives, on Buck's Hill, 
and she lived until 1921. 

Henry, being left to his own way 
of life, became a mechanical genius 
of sorts. The triangular lawn in 
front of the present Callan house 
became a showplace, with many 
flowers and things he had 
constructed. 

The most imposing was his model 
of the Congregational Church, four 
feet tall. There was a windmill (or 
maybe turbine) by which a wooden 
figure of Uncle Sam was busy 
sawing wood. Uncle Sam had red 
and white striped wousers, and a 
blue coat, with stars on it. 

When the wind blew Uncle Sam 
was very busy. 

After Bear Oak was cut the new 
streetcar line was put down. It was 

an extension of the streetcar tracks 
which had been laid in 1892 
between Woburn and Billerica, and 
adjacent to the Middlesex Canal,

Henry had a shy affection for the 
motorman and conductor. He 
would put out apples, on the 
stonewall for them. But he never 
wanted to ride the streetcar. 

There is an almost implausible 
story of Henry being tied up by 
some neighboring youths, and 
being thrown on the back platform 
of the streetcar. The conductor and 
motorman were said to have 
released him when the car got to the 
carbarn in North Woburn, and he 
walked home. 

Maybe, and Maybe Not. If true 
those men were taking part in a 
kidnapping of a boy who was shyly 
friendly to them. 

He had a business of repairing 
bicycles. The charge was one cent a 
minute, and no charge for the 
moments when he might be talking, 

After his aunts died he lived alone 
in the house. Upstairs, the writer 
saw it once, he had a model of a full 
rigged ship which he had made. It

Every year before Thanks 
giving, Henry would conduct a 
“turkey shoot” in back of the house. 
It was about where Wing Road is 
today. The turkey would be staked 
out, behind a log. Com was spread 
on the ground for the turkey to eat 
Henry would sell shots for the 
turkey, for one cent apiece. The 
shogtet was about 50 feet away. 
After the-turkey had a mouthful 
of corn, safely behind that log, he 


would straighten up, so he could 
swallow the com. For a brief 
fraction of a second his head would 
appear above the log. 

That was the only opportunity to 
shoot. Very rarely was Tom 
Turkey hit. For Henry it was, 
apparently, a profitable business. 

The big event in his life was his 
marriage to Emma Murray. Her 
father was a Civil War veteran, 
who had enlisted from Wilmington, 
but who had come down from New 


Hampshire. Reportedly he was one 
quarter Indian. Emma had a sort of 
swarthy complexion, but her sister 
did not. 

The marriage was on Dec. 31, 
1924, The writer and his sister 
thought it would be a big joke to 
give Henry a Bicycle Built for 
Two. 

But they were unable to. 

The Congregational Church was 
crowded, for that wedding. A lot of 
townspeople used to laugh at Henry 
and Emma, who were each 52 years 
old. But there was a lot of respect 
from the people, at the same time. 

The honeymoon consisted of a 
ride on the "steam train" to Nashua, 
New Hampshire. It was the first 
time in his life to have a railroad 
trip. 

Emma and Henry lived in the 
Jonathan Buck house, where he had 
lived all his life. Their domestic 
relations, too, provided a lot of 
conversation. Coffee grounds, 
according to one story, were to be 
used several times, before they 
were discarded. 

Every Sunday, rain or shine, they 
would walk down Wildwood street 
to the Congregational Church. 
Finally, Henry bought a car. It was 
a 1934 Willis 

It was used for one purpose only 
to go to church, No wips, not even 
to the store that Emma ran, at the 
corner of Lowell Street and 
Woburn Suet. 

And, when it rained on a Sunday 
they walked to church. The Willis 
was kept, snug and dry, in the old 
barn that fronted on Wildwood 
Street 

Henry Penny, a man who was 
respected by all, even if they did

WHERE'S THE TAX 
LAW GOING? 


That tax reform of some sort will 
pass, everyone agrees -- but how 
the final bill will look and what it 
will mean to the individual 
taxpayer is still up in the air, 

The tax bill that first passed the 
House of Representatives was simi- 
lar to the President's earliest pro- 
posals, but not regarding the 
deductibility of state and local 
taxes, mortgage interest and of 
other personal interest. 

One big question will be how 
soon changes will affect your tax 
returns. The House bill wanted to 
start reform promptly in January 
1986 (before in some cases); that 
target date, obviously, was missed, 

but there could be some 
retroactive items to be dealt with. 

It's fairly certain that exemptions

Alfred Colon of Billerica posed a 
ticklish problem for Wilmington 
selectmen Monday night as he 
sought to have a restriction lifted 
‘on a parcel of land he wished to buy 
on Dorchester Avenue. 

The land, taken by the town for 
non-payment of taxes in the 1970's 
and redeemed by Odette Auger, is 
listed in the Registry of Deeds as 
one contiguous parcel rather than 
separate lots 43 and 44. A 
restriction was originally placed 
on the land making it impossible to 
build on lot 44 unless the building 
was an addition to an existing 
structure on the adjacent lot. There 
is no building on lot 43 now, 
though it is thought there once was 
a home there, The land, as it stands 
now, cannot be sold separately.

Drugbusters program April 29 
at Tewksbury High School

An anti-drug and alcohol abuse 
program sponsored by the 
Governor's Alliance Against Drugs 
and WBZ TV4 will be presented at 
Tewksbury Memorial High School 
on Tuesday, April 29 at 7:15 p.m. 

The one-hour program called, 
"Drugbusters,” is designed 
specifically to open communication 
between elementary school-age 
students and their parents on drug 
and alcohol abuse, but is open to all

The Drugbusters program will be 
hosted by the WBZ TV 4 
personality Patrick Hamilton of the 
Governor's Statewide Anti-Crime 
Council. Steven Moss of the State's 
Division of Drug Rehabilitation 
and Rufus Chaffee, head of the 
Psychological Center in Lawrence 
will also be on hand to answer 
audience questions. 

Three skits performed by a 
professional acting toupe called 
the PuppeTrio will likewise be 
featured. The skits will address the 
issues of peer pressure, drug abuse 
and family communication. The 


audience will be invited to ask 
questions after each skit. 

According to a WBZ TV4 
Drugbusters fact sheet, the 
Program was promoted by a 
state-sponsored survey of 5,000 
Massachusetts high school students 
The survey revealed that 90 percent 
of these students had used drugs or 
alcohol. It also revealed that 60 
percent were involved with drugs 
and that of those students, 28 
percent had first tried drugs at age 
12 or younger. 

Drugbusters is an attempt to 
reach children before they are 
faced with the choice of drug use. 
Its sponsors say it is a "first step" in 
promoting early communication 
between parents and their children 
as well as a way to diminish 
drug-denial in communities. 

Over 8000 Massachusetts 
residents have participated in the 
Drugbusters program in 20 
communities of the state, including 
Lawrence, Wilmington and Boston.

Highest Equatorial peak eludes Readingites' grasp 
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With the three peaks of 
Pichincha, Cayambe and 
Cotopaxi behind them, Mike 
Arsenault and Bill Appleton of 
Reading along with the A.A.I. 
team progressed to 20,561 foot 
Mt. Chimborazo, Chimborazo 
has the distinction of being the 
world’s tallest equatorial peak, 
and to the natives of Ecuador — 
the tallest in the world. Here is 
the conclusion of their story.

Enroute to Chimborazo they 
‘stopped at the town of Banos, 
where they spent two days 
resting. It was there that they 
declined to treat themselves to 
one of the area dishes that 
consisted of baked guinea pig, 
head and all. 

‘The attempt of Chimborazo, 
the world’s highest equatorial 
peak, was a morale let down 
since no one made its summit. It 
was an unfortunate cir- 
cumstance with no one at fault 
It was a situation where nature 
won out over human 
ingenuity.The team set out at 
their usual time at 1 a.m. from 
the Edward Whymper hut (the 
first. man to conquer Mt 
Chimborazo on Jan. 4, 1880) 

“There was a full moon, 
everything was perfect for 
starting (out for the climb,"’) 
Mike explained. They hardly 
had to rely on their headlamps. 
Five hours into the climb, Mike 
and his rope team had to hold 
out attempting Chimborazo's 
summit at the height of 18,200 
feet because he had developed 
altitude sickness and was 
becoming alarmingly un 
coordinated. Bill, who was 
roped along with Joe DiZazzo of 
Methuen and Masin Byles of 
Kennet Sq., Penn., and who was 
at a height of 18,300 could hear 
Debbie and her team about 100 
feat ahead of him. She was still 
sick from the virus, with 
headache and nausea _con- 
suming her strength and was

saying that the ice screws kept 
out, ("I can’t get this 
stupid screw to stay in.”’) She 
said that she was strong 
to make the first attempt but 
not strong enough to go back up 
again, even if they decended to 
attempt it by a different route. 
‘She was stymied in her progress 
to secure good rope protection 


How two of them, Mason and 
Sergio were going to attempt 
Aconcagua, a major leaguer in 
Argentina with a breathtaking 
elevation of 22,835 feet. Leo had 
ideas about ‘attempting Mt 
McKinley in Alaska next year. 
Joe and Jack stayed in Ecuador 
traveling via vegetable delivery 
truck, bus and rail into the

You could hear them 
talking above...and then ] heard 
Steve say that his headlamp 
blew out again, then suddenly 1

The next day, their last in 
Ecuador, they all tied one on at 
the German restaurant that 
they had visited during their 
initial stay in Quito 
“Everybody talked about 
their next trips,” Mike said.

child sexual abuse: 


Children are most often 
molested by people they know, 
often a relative or a friend of the 
family. Frequently the 
offender is someone the chil 
knows and trusts. It is in- 
frequent that a child is molested 
by a stranger. Potential child 
molesters are not easily iden- 
tifiable; they do not usually look 
“‘weird’’ or behave in a ‘crazy’ 


way. 

Children are not usually 
physically harmed or violently 
attacked during a sexual 
assault. Usually, (although not 
always) child molesters coerce 
children by other means such as 
bribery, threats of harm to the 
child or child's loved one, 
threats that if the child 


discloses the abuse, cat 
will befall the tamly child pe 


the molester (whom the child 
sometimes cares deeply 
about); or, the fact that the 
child depends on the offender 
and lacks knolwedge about the 
nature o{ the offender's request 
will lead a child to comply in a 
harmful interaction. 

Children very seldom lie 
about sexual abuse or other 
matters which are so serious. A 
child who states that he or she 
has been abused should always 
be believed and should be 
evaluated by a professional 
trained in the field of child 
sexual abuse treatment. Even 
children who have lied about 
other things must be believed 
and listened to if they report a 
‘sexual assault. 

Not all children are able to 
tell a parent or another adult 
directly that they have been 
sexually abused. Children 
sometimes communicate to us 
non-verbally. Changes in 
behavior, reluctance to be with 
a certain person or go a certain 
place may be signals that 
something is wrong. The most 
common immediate problems 
of sexually molested children 


are: 

—Sleep disturbances (night- 
mares, fear of going to bed, 
waking up during the night, fear 
of sleeping alone) 

‘Loss of appetite. 

—Irritability 

—Bedwetting. 

—Needing more reassurance 
than usual, clinging to parent. 

—Changes in behavior or 
performance at school, or 
changes in relating to friends. 

—Behaving as a younger 
child (regression) 

—An unusual concern with 
cleanliness (several baths a 
day). 

—Sexualized behavior which 
is not within age-appropriate 
norms. 

‘These are, for the most part, 
normal symptoms of distress. 
They always signal that 
something is wrong. As the 
distress is addressed and 
resolved, these symptoms will 
clear up. 


If your child tells you that she or 
he has been sexually molested: 


—Go with the child to a 
private place and ask the child 
to tell you what happened, and 
listen carefully.

—Tell him or her that you are | 


glad she/he told you and that 


has an injury, contact your 
iatrician or go to an 
‘gency Room. 

—You may call the numbers 
in the box accompanying this 
article for help. It is essential in 
this family crisis to get help and 
support for yourself and your 
child as soon as possible. 


Following the assault 


—Continue to believe your 
child and do not blame your 
child for what happened. 
Remember, the adult offender” 
is responsible regardless of the 
child's behavior. 

—Instruct your child to’ tell 
you immediately if the offender 
attempts sexual moselstation 
again or bothers him/her in any 
way. It is best to protect the 
child from any contact with the 
offender if at all possible. 

—Give your child reas- 
surance that she/he is okay 

—Respond the privacy of your 
child by not telling a lot of 
People about the assault.

Although asthma can strike at 
any time during the year, a 
combination of factors may 
make spring and fall particular- 
ly difficult seasons for the 
asthmatic child. In spring, in- 
creased physical activity, 
pollen, and the tail-end of the flu 
season all act as potential trig- 
gers for asthma attacks. 

“An asthma attack occurs 
when a child’s bronchial tubes 
become blocked or narrowed 
because of swelling of the lining, 
accumulation of mucus, and 
spasm in the muscles,” says 
Frank Twarog, M.D., associate 
in Allergy at The Children’s 
Hospital, Boston. “Attacks can 
be the result of allergies, vigor- 
ous exercise, inhalation of irri 
tants, or even emotional stress 
A common cause of asthma is a 
viral infection such as a cold or 
influenza.” 

A characteristic symptom of 
asthma is wheezing, a whistling 
sound made as the child at 
tempts to exhale through nar 
rowed bronchial tubes. Howev 
er, in some cases, persistent 
cough may be the only symp 
tom. ‘Because the child cannot 
exhale efficiently, spent air is 
left in the lungs with each 
breath,” says Dr. Twarog 
“This results in a feeling of 
struggling for air.”” 

Asthma most often first de- 
velops before the age of 20, but 
may occur in very young 
children. less than 2 years old 
Although more children are 
hospitalized for asthma than for 
any other disease or illness 
most children who experience 
asthma have only occasional 
mild or moderate attacks. “A 
child with mild asthma usually 
leads an active, healthy life with 


little disruption of daily routine. 
Between attacks, the child 
breathes normally and may not 
require medication,” says Dr. 
Twarog. 

Children with moderate 
asthma may cough and have 
some symptoms between at- 
tacks. They may miss school 
and are sometimes unable to 
participate in vigorous- activi- 
ties. For these children, ongoing 
medication is usually required. 

The most severely afflicted 
children may have frequent at- 
tacks or continual wheezing 
“These children require con- 
tinual medication and need 
close medical supervision," 
says Dr. Twarog. “But, even for 
such children, proper treatment 
can often effectively control 
asthma symptoms.” 

For mild and moderate 
asthma attacks, a physician 
may prescribe a bronchodilator 
or, in some cases, a steroid 
medication. “Inhalant medica. 
tions are now being used more 
commonly in the treatment of 
asthma, even in the very young 
child,” says Dr. Twarog 

In cases where emotional 
stress is the suspected trigger 
for asthma, the pediatrician 
may refer the patient to a 
pediatric mental flealth profes- 
sional, who can teach coping 
mechanisms for dealing with 
the pressures of growing up with 
arecurrent or chronic illness 

The most effective way to 
prevent asthma attacks is to 
avoid asthma-inducing 
substances or situations. Dr. 
Twarog recommends controll- 
ing dust, animal hair, and 
dander at home. Children who 
suffer severe reactions to pollu 
tion or pollen should remain in

Although asthma can strike at 
any time during the year, a 
combination of factors may 
make spring and fall particular- 
ly difficult seasons for the 
asthmatic child. In spring, in- 
creased physical activity, 
pollen, and the tail-end of the flu 
season all act as potential trig- 
gers for asthma attacks. 

“An asthma attack occurs 
when a child's bronchial tubes 
become bjocked or narrowed 
because of Swelling of the lining, 
accumulation of mucus, and 
spasm in the muscles,"’ says 
Frank Twarog, M.D., associate 
in Allergy at The Children's 
Hospital, Boston. “Attacks can 
be the result of allergies, vigor- 
ous exercise, inhalation of irri- 
tants, or even emotional stress. 
A common cause of asthma is a 
viral infection such as a cold or 
influenza." 

A characteristic symptom of 
asthma is wheezing, a whistling 
sound made as the child at 
tempts to exhale through nar- 
rowed bronchial tubes. Howev 
er, in some cases, persistent 
cough may be the only symp 
tom. “Because the child cannot 
exhale efficiently, spent air is 
left in the lungs with each 
ath,” says Dr. Twarog 
his results in a feeling of 
struggling for air." 

Asthma most often first de- 
velops before the age of 20, but 
may occur in very young 
children less than 2 years old 
Although more children are 
hospitalized for asthma than for 
any other disease or illness, 
most children who experience 
asthma have only occasional 
mild or moderate attacks. “A 
child with mild asthma usually 
leads an active, healthy life with

little disruption of daily routine. 
Between attacks, the child 
breathes normally and may not 
require medication,” says Dr. 
Twarog. 

Children with moderate 
asthma may cough and have 
some symptoms between at- 
tacks. They may miss school 
and are sometimes unable to 
participate in vigorous activi- 
ties. For these children, ongoing 
medication is usually required. 

The most severely afflicted 
children may have frequent at- 
tacks or continual wheezing. 
“These children require con- 
tinual medication and need 
close medical supervision," 
says Dr. Twarog. ‘But, even for 
such children, proper treatment 
can often effectively control 
asthma symptoms.” 

For mild and moderate 
asthma attacks, a physician 
may prescribe a bronchodilator 
or, in some cases, a steroid 
medication. “‘Inhalant medica 
tions are now being used more 
commonly in the treatment of 
asthma, even in the very young 
child,” says Dr. Twarog 

In cases where emotional 
stress is the suspected trigger 
for asthma, the pediatrician 
may refer the patient to a 
pediatric mental health profes- 
sional, who can teach coping 
mechanisms for dealing with 
the pressures of growing up with 
arecurrent or chronic illness. 

The most effective way to 
prevent asthma attacks is to 
avoid asthma-inducing 
substances or situations. Dr. 
Twarog recommends contrell- 
ing dust, animal hair, and 
dander at home. Children who 
suffer severe reactions to pollu- 
tion or pollen should remain in.
